IMPORTANT 


All taxpayers should read the following requirements and com- 
ply with them. 


Section 70, Chapter 13, Revised Statutes of Maine, 1980: 


“Before making an assessment, the Assessors shall give season- 
able notice in writing to the Inhabitanits, by posting notifications in 
some public place in Town, or shall notify them, in such other ways 
as the Town at its Annual Meeting directs, to make and bring in to 
them true and perfect; lists, of their polls and all their estates, real 
and personal, not by law exempt’ from taxation, of which they were 
possessed on the first day ofi April of the same year. If any resident 
owner, after such notice, does not bring in such lists, he is thereby 
barred of his right to make application to Assessors or the County 
Commissioners for any abatement of his taxes, unless he offers such 
list with his application and satisfied them that he was unable to 
offer it at the time appointed.”

To the Selectmen of Madison: 


I submit the following report for the Niacicope Anebh Civilian 
Defense for the year 1942, 

You had previously appointed James R. Brooks as Municipal 
Chairman. Mr. Brooks in turn appointed Willard C, Jennys, R. R. 
Henderson, Robert P, Brown, and Clayton Weston as Deputy Chief 
Air Raid Wardens. Mrs. Percy Gilbert was appointed Chairman of the 
Civilian Service Corps. 

During 1942, Mr. Brooks held Bere eile instruction, bases for 
the different Civilian Defense services; namely, wardens, messengers, 
rescue squad, decontamination, Aen police, fire watchers, First 
Aid, 

Early in May the Report Center room in the basement of the 
Legion Hall was completed, telephones installed, and general instruc- 
tions given to the public for blackouts. Numerous mobilizations and 
blackouts were held during the year, with very good cooperation. 
The Madison-Anson Civilian Defiense organization has received from 
outside sources numerous commendations for its efficiency and the 
manner in which blackouts and mobilizations have been carried out.

We owe much to Mrs Percy Gilbert who, through her untiring 
efforts, was: able to have a number of classes in ‘First, Aid, and al- 
though this took a great deal of her time, she was very willing. 

The Observation Post was first under Charles Welch as Chief

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Report of Librarian 


To the Trustees of the Madison Public Library: 

The war has indirectly affected the Library’s work in many ways 
this past year. There is a noticeable decrease in ithe circulation, as 
there was in 1917 and 1918. We have not been able to provide the 
Library service to rural communities as we have for five years. The 
number of opening hours has been shortened to save fuel oil. There 
have been only two Story Hour periods for children. 

New chairs, a magazine rack, a dictionary stand and new paint 
on the walls have improved the appearance of the interior of the 
Library. Nine storm windows were installed on the north and east 
sides of the building. 

95 new borrowers have registered in 1942. 23,449 books have 
been loaned. This is an average of 118 each open day. It has been 
necessary to discard 296 worn-out volumes, but 388 new ones have 
been added. 

‘We have had several gifts of books and magazines from friends 
of the Library. They, make a welcome addition to our book stock. 

We regret that Mrs. Alice Dyer has resigned as a Trustee. 
She‘has been a member of the Board since tthe Library first opened 
in 1887 and has always shown a sincere interest in its welfare.

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Report of Superintendent of Schools 


To the Superintending School Committee and Citizens of Madison: 

This has been an unusual) year so far as our schools are con- 
cerned, With our Nation at war, the school system has been peculiar- 
ly conscious of the great demands made upon it in so many ways- 

The rationing of sugan, gasoline and fuel oil, undertaken so will- 
ingly and ably by our teachers was completed without) much fanfare 
but convinced us that when we want a job well done, the teachers 
are able to do it. Now comes the announcement that the schools are 
to conduct the rationing of Ration Book No, 2. We can be assured 
that the teachers will carry on in the manner tin which they have so 
ably demonstrated already. 

In every aspect of our school work the impact of the world holo- 
caust is felt, especially in the high school. We must admit ‘that we 
are uncertain from day to day of the changes that must be made in 
order to more adequately meet the needs of the total war effort. 
Our job is to meet those needs regardless of all other considerations. 
This we have steadfastly attempted to do. Perhaps a brief discussion 
of the pattern of the High School Victory Corps will serve to show 
something of what has been particularly emphasized during the pre- 
. sent school: year- 

The War Man Power Commission, and the War Department in 
conjunction wilth the U. S. Department of Education urged all high 
schools to participate in a program for the promotion of, a nation 
wide instruction and training for useful pursuits and services criti- 
cally, needed in war time. To this end. our high school has endeavored 
to follow closely the objectives of the High School Victory Corps in 
its wartime program of training the youth for that. war service that 
will come afiter (they leave school and for active participation 
in the community’s war effort; while they are yet in school, These 
objectives are (1) Guidance into critical services and occupations: 
We have been keenly aware of| our duty to the youth to see that. they 
were well informed as to the needs of our Nation and that we gave 
them such preparaltion for those needs as we can. (2) Wartime citi- 
zenship: We have strengthened courses in the curriculum, and reas- 
sessed teaching aims so that greater appreciation and meaning: may 
be given to the problems of American life. (3) Physical fitness: We 
have strengthened and redirected the health and physical training 
program. Our aim is to; make it tough enough so that, it will make 
them physically fit andj so that ithey will like it for the good it will 
do them. In this connection, I wuld like to call attention to the 
splendid work of our school physicians in completing examination. 
early and to their report and recommendations. Please note that 
the schools and school physicians can not improve greatly the health 
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conditions of our youth unless defects are noted by parents and acted 
upon with proper corrections. The parent can ill afford to allow de- 
fects to continue till definite harm has been done. We have a real 
duty to see that every youth is possessed of a healthy and vigorous 
body. Iit is a patriotic duty as well. (4) Military drill: We have not 
attempted to install a regular course in military, drill for the rea- 
son that the Policy Committee did not want ithis unless it could be 
done by a competent person who could conduct proper military drill. 
(5) Cmpetence in science and mathemaltics: Our aim has been to 
guide every competent student into science and mathematics courses 
basic to the war effort. (6) Preflight training in aeronautics: In 
connection with our course in physics we have introduced a course 
in aeronautics, The course is aimed to offer insight: for prospective 
aviation cadets and ground crews. A recent military authority has 
stated that about 40 per cent of our boys now in high school will 
‘ eventually serve in the Air Corps. This convinces us !that our course 
in aeronautics is most timely. (7) Pre-induction; training for critical 
occupations: We are more fortunate than many itowns in respect to 
this last. named objective. This presupposed that little or no prac- 
tical training is available and therefore theoreltical courses are being 
prepared which will enable the youth to get. considerable knowledge 
and insight. Our problem is easier by having for offerings the auto- 
motive mechanics, sheet metal work and machine lathe operations. 

Last year attention was called to the need of a new roof at the 
Weston Avenue School. As this was not done last year, it is imper- 
ative that we atitend to it this summer. There has now developed 
serious difficulty with the roof at Old Point. We are hoping that 
favorable action will be taken on the article dealing with this sub- 
ject. 

Teachers’ salaries were increased last year by ten per cent, Our 
cost of living has outdistanced any raise granted thus far. Iit is: most 
necessary that°our present request for salary increases be allowed. 
Our teachers are competent and deserving of a fair wage in line with 
other forms of employment. We cannot afford to neglect our teachers’ 
salaries and suffer ithe loss of any great number of transfers. Already 
the teacher shortage in Maine is so acute that no remedy is in sight. 
Over 1600 teachers left teaching in Maine last year and our normal 
schools and colleges have so dwindled in enrollment it is hopeless to 
look for recruits from these sources. 

We are especially anxious to maintain all the valuable improve- 
ments pertaining to school activities and trust that the budget esti- 
mate will meet with your careful consideration and approval. 

Thanks are due to the-members of the Board for their able sup- 
port and continuing helpfulness in the work of supervision; also to 
the citizens for their interest and loyalty, to the schools.

Greater occupational op- 
portunities for the “teen age” group, plus a few enlistments, is re- 
sponsible for it. We expect a further decline before the fall term 
commences. 


The demands upon the school and its personnel by the war have 
been answered in a commendable manner. The teachers have given 
freely of their time and energy in the following phases; civilian 
defense, rationing of sugar, gasoline, fuel oil and the purchase of 
stamps and bonds. The students are to be complimented for their 
efforts.. In conjunction with the Junior High a mammoth scrap 
drive was held in October. The Service Club has sent over 240: 
packages to Madison servicemen. The sale of stamps and bonds has 
reached $1,000. Approximately 80% of the students have completed 
either the 10-hour or the 20-hour course in First Aid. 


We have made some changes to gear our work /to the demands of 
a nation at war. This is a war which demands fundamental know- 
ledge. of. airplanes, internal. combustion enigines, electricity, sheet 
metal work, mathematics, chemistry and physics. A course in pre- 
flight aeronautics has been initroduced. Our industrial courses are 
increasing in importance each year. All industrial boys are required 
to take the following courses—math I, algebra I, industrial math, 
chemistry and pre-flight aeronautics, All boys are now participating 
in physical education, which ig a new requirement. this year. There 
are steel lockers in the boys’ basement and new wooden lockers have 
been installed in the girls’ basement. Two floor mats andi an electric 
clock have been added to the gym equipment. 


The manual training department Jast spring completed con- 
struction of 50 airplane models, one each of 50 different kinds. These 
are used in aviation pilot training to assist them in identifying 
enemy and United Nations aircraft. We were one of few schools to 
complete our quota. 


A total of 206 books has been added to our library. 127 of these 
were gifts. A new sixteen-inch world globe and a magazine rack 
have been added. 
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The home economics department. sponsors a hot lunch program 
for 12 weeks, An average of fifty students are served daily at a cost 
of .05 each. A donation was contributed by tthe Sorosis and Anson 
Farm Bureau to help serve students who would not receive a hot 
lunch otherwise. 


The following activities are offered to the students—athletics, 
dramatics, girls’ outing club, home economics club, band and orches- 
tra. The invitation dances and class parties are our major social 
activities. mo 


I feel that we need greater cooperation from the homes in re- 
lation to absence and tardiness. 


One of our paramount needs is the installation of new stage 
properties, 


We regretted losing our former principal, Mr. Albert Pillsbury, 
Miss Anna Hannagan and Mr. Leon Brown, but we were fortunate in 
obtaining the services of three competent teachers, Mrs. Alice 
Gower, Mr. G Flint Taylor and Mr\ Robert Corson. Several of our 
teachers have had excellent offers from other schools. It is increas- 
ingly difficult to obtain competent teachers andi I suggest the Board 
weigh this fact with due consideration. 


I want to thank the Board, Superintendent. and teachers for their 
fine cooperation during my first year as principal.

To the Superintendent of Schools and School) Committee: 


This school year brought about some of the aims we ave been 
working for during jthe past three years. Our school, I believe, is 
now better equipped tio contribute to the education of children in 
grades 4-8 than ever before. 


We now have in our grades a unified arithmetic program using 
one series of books where in former years as many as four different 
series were used. ¥ 

Our reading program is well organized. Our teachers plan their 
work well and have an ample supply of good reading material. 

-. The adoption this fall of the ‘‘How and Why Experiment. Books,” 
a general, science series of books for grades 4-6, enriched the curri- 
culum and placed our school among, those progressive elementary 
schools who offer, an elementary science course to their intermediate 
and upper grades. . 

. Our ‘new. social studies rocks by Myer, Gray, and Rantocks re- 
te text books used in this system for 15 years. or more, should 
do much to assist both pupils and teachers in studying and inter- 
preting the complicated social, changes in our world today. 


Our library, which in former years was a room used only part of 
the: time as a music room, is now used each period of the day and 
has 197 reference books and 320 books of fiction which were selected 
from required reading lists for children of these grades. 


We have a portable stage complete with curtain and furniture, 
where each room presents at least one public assembly each year 
with parents and friends as guests. We also, use our stage for our 
annual Christmas and Spring programs. Our gymnasium is used for 
basketball games, socials and school parties, The pupils and teachers 
of the school earned the money to pay for the'stage, furniture and 
other equipment through school activities, 

Since September the pupils of this school) have taken an active 
part in Junior Red Cross work, Our school has purchased Defense 
Stamps and Bonds totaling $3,196.00 during the past five months. 

In the newer practices of elementary schools the individual is 
introduced to a broad, rich environment that. presents for him many 
challenging situations. I believe we have made gains toward this 
aim and I wish to thank you for your cooperation.

The medical inspection of the schools was promptly carried out 
during the months of September and October with the result that 
568 pupils were examined, and 364 defects were noted. 


We respectfully call the parents’ attention to the accompanying 
chart, and especially note the number of defects under the headings, 
Underweight, Tonsils, Adenoids, Teeth and Eyes, all of which can be 
corrected wilth little effort. 


Today with the improved economic conditions ‘and the establish- 
ment of a health program in the schools, it is imperative that the 
parents should cooperate, and have the defects of their children 
corrected before it is too late, so that their growth will not be ims, 
paired either menttally or physitcally. “

Art. 27. To see if the town will vote to raise any money and if 
so what sum, which together with 'the amount added thereto by the 
state shall be expended within the town limits for the purpose of 
controlling the disease known as the White Pine Blister Rust, the 
money to be expended under the supervision of the Selectmen who 
shall have the hiring of the labor. 


_ Art, 28. To see if the town will vote to raise a sum of money 
and if so how much, and instruct its Selectmen to direct the expen- 
diture of the same for Civilian Defense or for any other project they 
may deem for the interest, welfare and benefit of the town. 


Art. 29. To see how much money, if any, the town will vote to 
raise for repair and construction of sidewalks and where, how and 
by whom any money raised under the vote taken under this article 
shall be expended.

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Art. 31. To see what sum, of money the town will vote to raise 
if any, for advertising our natural resources, advantages and attrac- 
tions, under ‘tthe provisions of Chapter 5, Section 82 of the Rewvised 
Statutes of 1930, the same to be expended under the direction of the 
State of, Maine Publicity Bureau. | 


; Art. 32. To see if the town will vote directing and instructing 
‘the trustees of its public library to make any arrangements. with . 
the town of Anson, or any other town, or any portion of ‘the inhabi- 
tants thereof, for the use by it or them of its public library, and if 
so upon what terms and conditions. 


Art. 33. To see if the town will vote to authorize the Selectmen 
and Treasurer to make temporary loans in anticipation of taxes and 
to issue and negotiate notes therefor, or renewals thereof, or any 
notes in place of the original) notes when paid, to an amount which 
at any time shall not. exceed in the aggregate the total tax levy of 
the preceding municipal year, all such notes to mature and to be 
paid during the municipal year in which they are issued out of money 
raised during such current year by taxes, in accordance with the 
provisions of Ri S. Maine 1930, Section 83, Chapter 5, as amended.
